EAST JORDAN - Draft articles 
of incorporation for the creation 
of the Jordan Valley Emergency 
Medical Service Authority were 
presented to the East Jordan City 
Commission for review at the 
Tuesday, November 19 meeting. 

Serving as an outline for the 
authority, the draft articles of in- 
corporation include the name of 
the authority, approved contract- 
ing municipalities, and the pur- 
pose and powers of the authority. 
The articles also include guide- 
lines for its board of directors 
and officers, finances, transfer of 
assets and liabilities, and proce- 
dures for withdrawal or dissolu- 
tion of the authority. 

“The idea behind this is that 
the articles of incorporation be- 
come [the authority’s] constitu- 
tion,” said EMS Director Jay 
Peck. “It would be the board’s de- 
cision as to how [the authority] 
would run and how it would oper- 
ate.” 

The board of directors would 
be comprised of seven members 
serving three-year terms, exclud- 
ing first appointments, which will 
serve 1-3 year terms. Each incor-

porating municipality and ap- 
proved contracting municipality 
would appoint one resident to 
serve on the board. Incorporating 
municipalities include the City of 
East Jordan and the townships of 
Jordan, Echo, South Arm, and 
Banks. Contracting municipali- 
ties include Eveline and Wilson 
townships; these townships are 
considered paying entities, as 
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they are only partially serviced 
by the East Jordan EMS. 

The articles of incorporation 
state that the authority will be- 
come effective January 1, 2014 if 
all of the incorporating munici- 
palities have approved the arti- 
cles prior to that date. 

Funding for the authority will 
primarily be supported through 
millage requested by the author-

ity. 

November 2014 is the earliest 
that a millage could find its way 
onto the ballot. If passed, the au- 
thority could go live by April 1, 
2015, said City Administrator 
Chris Yonker. On that date, the 
city could transfer all assets, such 
as the ambulance fleet, to the au- 
thority. The EMS building, which 
was donated by the Malpass 
Foundation in 2010, will however 
remain under city ownership, 
and the authority will lease the 
space. 

While the city will be losing 
power of control with the cre- 
ation of an authority, their hope 
is that the authority will offer 
sustainability. 

“As a body, [the city commis- 
sion] has looked at this and said 
[the authority] is the best way 
that [the city] can provide the 
best ambulance service.” 

The EMS Authority Advisory 
Committee will continue to work 
with legal counsel Bryan Graham 
to finalize the interlocal agree- 
ment. 

The next regular meeting of 
the East Jordan City Commission 
is scheduled for Tuesday, Decem- 
ber 3 at 7 pm.

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Trauma recovery through Eye Movement Desensitization and Reprocessing (EMDR) therapy 


Violence is all around us 
from bullying to mass shoot- 
ings to ongoing violence 
against women and children. 
Violence causes physical and 
emotional harm to individuals 
and families called trauma. 
Trauma may interrupt and 
prevent an individual’s healthy 
growth and development. The 
more traumas an individual 
experiences the less resilient 
they are and they become more 
prone to developing low self-es- 
teem and mental health con- 
cerns such as anxiety or 
depression and even Post Trau- 
matic Stress Disorder (PTSD) 
or symptoms of PTSD. 

When a disturbing event oc- 
curs, our brain automatically 
goes into survival mode, shuts 
down and often causes an indi- 
vidual to freeze internally and 
externally. Our brain records 
the details of a trauma with 
the original sounds, sights, 
smells, body sensations and 


negative feelings and thoughts. 
A trauma frozen in one’s mem- 
ory will continually attempt to 
unlock itself which often leads 
to distressing symptoms such 
as nightmares, flashbacks and 
triggers to the past memory. 

Some individuals handle a 
traumatic event because they 
have protective factors in place 
such as healthy coping and 
self-care strategies, a good sup- 
port system and relative finan- 
cial stability. This allows the 
brain to naturally unfreeze it- 
self and move the negative 
event to an adaptive state 
within the brain. 

At the Women’s Resource 
Center of Northern Michigan, 
our work with survivors of 
trauma is to help an individual 
learn and utilize healthy cop- 
ing and self-care techniques, 
establish a healthy support 
system and provide links to 
community resources. Once 
these have been established an 


individual is often ready to 
begin working on a trauma in- 
cident. 

One way to do this is through 
EMDR therapy, which stands 
for Eye Movement Desensitiza- 
tion and Reprocessing 
(EMDR), developed by 
Francine Shapiro. EMDR ther- 
apy targets the negative mem- 
ory, thoughts, feelings and 
body sensations associated 
with the trauma; it reprocesses 
the trauma incident into the 
adaptive coping skill area of 
the brain. When this occurs, 
the trauma incident loses its 
negative disturbance level and 
the individual can move on 
from the experience and utilize 
their healthy coping skills. 

During the reprocessing 
stage the client focuses on the 
memory, negative beliefs and 
associated feelings and body 
sensations while engaging in 
sets of rapid eye movements or 
by holding physical ‘tappers’. 
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The tappers provide vibrations 
that stimulate reprocessing in 
the brain. Once the memory 
becomes unfrozen it can move 
to the area of the brain where 
higher level thinking occurs. 
When this happens, the client 
experiences new insights into 
the event, their disturbance 
level related to the incident 
discontinues and a new, posi- 
tive belief about how they 
view themselves with regard to 
the situation is established. 
For example, a sexual assault 
survivor that has the negative 
belief they did something 
wrong, will instead internalize 
‘IT survived, Iam strong’. The 
sexual assault survivor who 
may have had symptoms of 
anxiety, depression or post 
traumatic stress because of 
the assault will, most likely, 
lose those symptoms and begin 
the road to emotional health. 
EMDR is a researched, evi- 
dence-based therapy proven to 


help individuals with PTSD or 
its symptoms. It has shown 
positive results for individuals 
with anxiety, depression, low 
self-esteem, chronic pain, 
grief/loss, addictions, perform- 
ance anxiety and eating disor- 
ders. Those seeking EMDR 
therapy should look for a 
provider that has completed 
the minimum of both sections 
of the EMDR basic training ap- 
proved by the EMDR Interna- 
tional Association, is 
experienced in the eight 
phases of this therapy and re- 
ceives updated training spe- 
cific to this therapy. 
Information may be found at

The Power of Gratitude

Happy Thanksgiving! Like 
many Americans, you may take 
this day as an opportunity to re- 
member the many wonderful 
things in your life. Inoticeda 
trend among some of my Facebook 
friends to express their thanks 
every day this month. Each day, 
they have posted a status update 
recognizing something for which 
they are thankful. One day a year 
is nice, daily for a month is better - 
what if every day we started to no- 
tice the abundance in our lives? 
How might that change how we 
think and feel, for not just a single 
day, but for every day? 

Each of us projects energy or vi- 
brations, through our thoughts and 
emotions. According to The Secret, 
that energy is the source of who we 
are, our sense of well being, and 
what we attract in our lives. “Like 
attracts like.” If your thinking is 
negative, you will attract negative 
events. If your thinking is positive, 
if you anticipate that positive 
things are going to happen for you, 
your vibrations will be positive and 
you will attract positive things.

Giving beyond tithing

Dear Dave, 

My husband and I tithe, but right now we’re on 
Baby Step 2 of your plan and we’re expecting a child 
in a few months. Since we’re trying to pay off all our 
debt except for our home, what should we do about 
giving beyond our tithe in this situation? 

Carrie 

Dear Carrie, 

Evangelical Christians recognize two types of giv- 
ing in the Bible—tithes and offerings. The tithe is off 
the top, before you do anything else. That’s why I rec- 
ommend people put it on the top line of their budget 
forms. 

After that, offerings are almost impossible to find 
in Scripture until you’ve first taken care of your 
family. The normative method found is that offerings 
are to be taken out of your surplus. In my mind, 


while your family is in debt and you’re busy taking 


care of your household, there is no surplus. Just be- 


cause something tugs at your heartstrings or some- 
one spews out a toxic sermon on giving doesn’t mean 
that you need to give offerings above your tithe. 

But here’s the good news. Once you've paid off 
your debt and have a fully loaded emergency fund in 
place, you’ll have the rest of your lives to open up 
and give like never before. Getting out of debt means 


you will gain control of your most powerful wealth- 


building tool—your income. And when that happens, 
you can give with extraordinary levels of generosity. 
There are three things you can do with money— 
spend, save and give. And when you reach a point 
where you can give well, it’s the most fun you’ll ever 


have with money!

Open Enrollment & 
Medicare Plans for 2014 


The open enrollment period 
for Medicare Plans will once 
again be from October 15th 
through December 7th, with 
an effective date of January 1, 
2014. The details for each of 
the stand-alone Medicare Pre- 
scription Drug Plans (Part D) 
and the Medicare Advantage 
Plans will be released prior to 
the start of the enrollment pe- 
riod. 

First let me describe some 
of the basic features of the 
drug insurance coverage for 
these plans. Generally, there 
have been over 30 stand-alone 
drug plans and about 12 
Medicare Advantage Plans 


available to Medicare benefici- 


aries in some or all of the 
counties of Northwest Michi- 
gan. These plans vary consid- 
erably in premium cost, 
co-pays for medications, and 
in the cost for the deductible. 
While there are not any de- 
tails available concerning the 
premiums for Medicare plans 
at this point, CMS Medi-care 
has already announced that 
some of the costs associated 
with prescription drug insur- 
ance will be lower in 2014. The 
annual deductible cost for 
plans will be reduced by $15 to 
$310. The gap or donut hole 
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will be low-ered from $2,970 to 
$2,850 in 2014. This means that 
beneficiaries will enter the 
donut hole quicker than in the 
previous year. It is important 
to note that the $2,850 thresh- 
old level for the gap repre- 
sents the total cost for 
medications, not the out of 
the pocket cost. Once a benefi- 
ciary enters the donut hole, 
the co-pay for their brand 
name medications will rise to 
$47.5% of the full cost of the 
drug. Generic drugs will cost 
72% of the full price. Com- 
pared to 2018, the cost for 
brand drugs for those folks in 
the donut hole will remain the 
same, while the cost for 
generic drugs will be lowered 
about 7% from the previous 
year. 

The catastrophic level has 
also been reduced by $200 to 
$4,550. This means that people 
who have spent this much out 
of their pocket, will see their 
drug co-pays reduced signifi- 
cantly. 

Beneficiaries who are eligi- 
ble for any level of Extra Help 
are not affected by the donut 
hole, so it is important for 
this, and many other reasons, 
to be screened for this impor- 
tant benefit. The Extra Help 
program is sponsored by the 
Social Security Administra- 
tion.

ies. Those on Medicare need 
to do nothing as it relates to 
these new healthcare plans. In 
fact, it is illegal for Medicare 
participants to enroll in one of 
the Marketplace plans. 

Folks can compare drug and 
health plans and enroll online 
by going to the Medicare web- 
site at www.medicare.gov and 
click on “Find health & drug 
plans.” Otherwise trained 
counselors from the 
Medicare/Medicaid Assis- 
tance Program (MMAP) can 
provide no cost services to 
Medicare beneficiaries for 
those who are unable to do 
their own research. They can 
also be screened for Extra 
Help and other low income 
benefits. 

It is vital for people on 
Medicare benefits to have 
their plans reviewed each 
year because the plans are 
constantly changing. New 
plans are offered and some ex- 
isting ones are terminating. 
Also, the plan benefits can 
change from the standpoint of 
the drug formulary, co-pays, 
premium levels, and even re- 
strictions. 

MMAP counselors consist 
of volunteers and paid staff 
who are unbiased and well 
trained to provide help. A 
coun-selor can be reached by 
calling MMAP toll free, at 800- 
803-7174. Start the process 
today by calling MMAP and 
request to have a drug work- 
sheet mailed out.
